In additio n to the adv antages o ffered to the farmers o f 
Rush co unty in the raising o f liv e sto ck, dairy ing and grains 
thro ugh intensified and div ersified farming, splendid o ppo r­ 
tunities fo r pro fit are o ffered in the raising o f po ultry . Fig­ 
ures fo r the present po ultry pro ductio n, as co mpared with 
tho se o f ten y ears ago , indicate that the farmers o f this ter­ 
rito ry hav e reco gnized in this farm interest a new medium o f 
pro fit. The acceptance o f the po ultry industry o n the scale o f 
to day indicates the practice o f a well ro unded div ersificatio n, 
with all the stability o f inco me that such a pro gram guaran­ 
tees. Present lo w prices are co nsidered as o nly tempo rary at 
the wo rst. 


The increase in egg pro ductio n 
has been bro ught abo ut thro ugh 
additio ns made to flo cks, and the 
applicatio n o f mo dern scientific 
metho ds has bro ught abo ut a 
greater egg y ield per hen. Po ul­ 
try raising has beco me a spe­ 
cialized industry as a farm en­ 
deav o r. 
Up until a few y ears ago , po ul­ 
try pro ductio n o f near by farms 
was co nducted just as a side line, 
and the principle interest in 


po ultry pro ductio n was to pro - 
/v ide “ pin mo ney ” fo r the wo men 
members o f the family . 
Realizing the financial adv an­ 
tages in po ultry and in increased 
po pularity o f the industry in­ 
duced sev eral pro minent Indiana 
farmers to start pro ducing o n a 
co mmercial basis. These ex peri­ 
ments co nv inced the^e men that 
scientific metho ds made av ail­
